Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Tani et 
al. (US 5,971,566). 

Tani discloses (fig 21) a plasma display with a plasma display panel, a circuit 
board mounting a drive circuit, a chassis structure with a first chassis member and a 
second chassis member, a plurality of support portions between the first and second 
chassis members. 

Regarding claim 3, the number of support portions located in the central area is 
larger than that of edge areas. 

Regarding claim 4, the plurality of support portions are projections formed on the 
first chassis member.
